Others there are who ſay, That a certain Parſon ſhould report at a Coffce-hou'e 
that theſe Lyons were poylord. Truly *cwas pitt;;, that he had not been enjoyn'd 
for his pains to preach their Funeral Sermon. We could have furniſhed him with 
matter and told him how that Lyons were ſacred to /z/caz; bv reaſon of the 
heat and fury of their courage, how they were honour'd to draw the Chariot of 
the Mother of the god's, to ſhew that the Kercene's and intemperancy of Youth 15 
to be mollified and govern'd by the Diſcretion o! Age, and as tor f Gr lives and 
converſations the Keeper could have grren him an accompt, ever i1ncc he began 
to exercule their patience with his long Pole.
